I do not want to ever see this building on fire but I do 
want to see this church on fire. The need for our families 
and our churches and our nation is not for men, 
machines, money, methods, might or manpower it is for 
the fires of revival to once again fall on the church of the 
living God. I want us to look at this heaven sent revival 
fire sent in the desperate days of Elijah and pray that God 
would do the same for us today! There Are three things 
that we must do to see the fire fall... 


1) ...where's the fire? I'm afraid that's the question that is 
asked in many of our church's today. Where's the fire? 
The church is to be a furnace not a refrigerator. The real 
test of a church is not fame (how known it is), finances 
(how much money it has) figures (how many people go 
there, but the real test of a great church is it's fire. Is 
there fire in the pulpit is there fire in the pew? Jeremiah 
said the word was like a fire in his bones. There misplaced 
faith got them nowhere: Psalms 115:4-8 Their idols are 
silver and gold, the work of men's hands. They have 
mouths, but they speak not: eyes have they, but they see 
not: They have ears, but they hear not: noses have they, 
but they smell not: They have hands, but they handle not: 
feet have they, but they walk not: neither speak they 
through their throat. They that make them are like unto 
them; so is every one that trusteth in them. 
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1) You would be surprised what the church of God could see 
and accomplish if all of our endeavors were to the 
ultimate purpose of God's glory! What did the fire do? 3 
things:
